Right. 


St. Paul, Minn., September 7.—Union 
labor organizations paraded in large 
numbers today. In the afternoon a picnic 

was held at Harriet Is Jand. The princi- 
pal speaker on the oceasion was Afcb- 
bishop Ireland, who delivered an eloquent 
address. 

In his address Archbishop Ireland said: 

“We should not be afraid of capital in 
whatever form it comes, whether in large 
personal accumulation or in trusts or 
Names are bugaboos that 


in syndicates. 
As a matter of 


should not frighten. 
fact, without large aggregations of capi- 
tal, great enterprises are not possible and 
the country fs not dev eloped. It is time 
enough to hold the hand against trusts 
and syndicates when ‘hey do harm. If 
they are known to do harm the country 
will attend to them. If they do no harm 
and on the contrary do good, they should 
be welcomed. 

“The wage earner has rights—his right 
to a living wage; his right to reasonable 
hours; his right to more than even a 
living wage when circumstance and suc- 
Waze earners have a 


cess warrant it. 
form trusts and 


right to combine, to 
syndicates and call them labor unions. 

“But labor unions must be on their 
guard against serious evils threatening 
them. They cannot be tolerated if they 
interfere with the personal liberty of 
non-union men who have a right to work 
in or outside unions as they please. 
Public opinion and pwhiic law will and 
must protect this liberty. It were so- 
cial chaos if we were to impose our 
opinions on others by force. What right 
have I to impose my religious belief by 
force? What right have labor unions to 
impose their opinions by force? It is 
wrong in labor unions to limit the out- 
nut of work on the part of members. 
The members themselves are injured; 
they are reduced to a dead level of in- 
feriority. 

‘The functions of law in regard to 
capital and labor is to protect the natural] 
rights of ‘both capitalist and wage 


earner, to care for the weaklings and 
the unfortunate. Never should it go 80 


far as to destroy or ‘Imit personal en-\ 


terprise or personal iftberty. I do not 
deny the theoretical right of the wage 
earners to strike as a remedy for what 
they delieved to be injustice, but prac- 
tically strikes do most harm to. the 
strikers themselves. Men are left whole 
seasons without work; without pay. The 
public In presence of strikeg in turned 
against labor unions, 1nd without enter- 
ing for the moment into the examination 
of the rights and wrongs of existing 
strikes, I m@y say nothing has arisen 
for a long time in the country which has 
done more harm in the public estimation 
of labor unions than the condition now 
prevailing in our large cities, 

“Building operations have been sus- 
pended for months and the whole pros- 
perity of the people has been retarded. 
Public opinion ts fa:.ably disposed to- 
ward labor. Let the wage oarnera show 
to the country that they are swayed by 
justice and patriotisn® und they will win 
in all righteous claims.”

Ind., September 7.—Pres!-

in his Labor day address 
to 15,000 persons this afternoon at the 
fair grounds, spoke in part: 

‘I ask every thoughtful man and wom- 
an within the sound of my voice, I ask 
any one who may perhaps have the op- 
portunity of reading what I may say 
this afternoon, how can a Workman, an 
individual workman, act upon his own 
initiative, ond from his own volition? 
Where can be act as an individual to try 
and secure improvement in his condition, 
much less protection against a great 
corporation? 

“Some say the workingmen lose their 
Individuality when they join a union 
of labor. In truth, the workingman has 
lost his individuality just as soon as he 
enters one of our great modern indus-

trial plants. 

“The old idea, even among the business 
men, that competition is the life of indus- 
try is no longer held as an economical 
tenet; it no longer believed and de- 
clared by men who know the trend of 
events in the development of industry. 
They realize that. competition Is today 
the death of the trader. 

“A strike is nothing more nor less than 
a disagreement between the employer 
and his workmen about gontinuing in- 
dustry upon an old agreement. And 
strikes are diminishing in numbers 
spite of what our opponents say. We 
stand for arbitration and we pin our 
faith to it, but we realize that as na- 
tions must be strong in order, to have 
fair arbitration dnd to secure fair treat- 
ment from other nations, so must the 
working people be organized and pre- 
pared to defend their interests if they 

want conciliation and arbitration from 
the other side. 

President Gompers then turned his at- 
tention to D. M. Parry, president of the 
National Manufacturers’ Assoclation, and 
devoted the remainder of his address to 
Mr. Parry’s opposition. He said Mr. 
Parry had constituted himself the savior 
of society and civilization. His references 
to Mr. Parry were from the standpoint 
of ridicule: 

Said he in closing: 

“A strike may bring about strife and 
discord, but as soon as it is done, better 
feelings are engendered and mutual re- 
spect is brought about. I don’t think I 
would care to have a strike in Dr. Parry's 
factory, but I don't believe it would be 
an unmixed evil for he might learn the 
lesson that Mr. Baer has learned—that 
there is something to arbitrate, to dis- 
cuss, to concede. From what I can learn 
the wages paid by Mr. Parry are less 
than any fair establishment in the same 
line of business in the whole country.

Thornton Was Dining Own Team 
Without Union Card, 


He Tried To Explain, but He Was 
Badly Beaten and the Harness 
cf His Horses Cut to 
Pieces — Rescued by 
Polire. 


Chicago, September 7.—J. J. Thor#ton, 
the: proprietor of a ware house and van 
company, was assaulted today during the 
Labor day parade bécause he was driv- 
ing one of his oun teams without hav- 
ing a union card in his possession. 

Thornton hitc@ced three horses to one 
of his vans in the morning and took a 
score or more of children out to see the 
parade, He attempted to haul nothing 
but his guests. For three hours: he stood 
with hjs wagon at the corner of Jackson 
boulevard and Clark street and watched 
the parade, and when he attempted to 
drive away he was stopped by some of 
the teams‘ers in the ‘parade. who asked 
if he had a union card. He tried to ex- 
plain that he needed ‘no card, that it 
was his own team and that he was doing 
no hauling. 

Several hundred men gathered around 
the wagon ang attempted to pull him 
off. An escort of police enabled him 
to wet several blocks away. when a 
mob numbering fully 1,000 caught up 
with him. He whipped up his horses, 
and for nearly a mile he was pursued, 
when finally the mob cut the harness of 
his horses-into small pieces, beat the ani- 
mals with canes. compelling them to run 
away, and then beat Thornton pbad'y. 


Thornton employs a large number of 
teamsters. all of whom are members of 
the union, and has never had any trou- 
ble with the organization before to. 
day.

He closed his discourse by appealing 
to his hearers to join him in efforts to 
place the American navy in the first rank 
for which he advocates the expenditure 
cf ene and oné@-haif billion dollars for 
the new «hips, covering a pericd of fif- 
teen years, begirining with fifty million 
this session of congress and increasing 
ten million mocre each year.

Monterey. Mexico, September 7.—Mon- 
terey manifesting an unusual spirit 
of heroism in her efforts to aid Linarez, 
the fever-stricken city a short distance 
southeast of here. A relief fund of $7,754 
has been raised. This. week “several ben- 
efits will be given, at which large sums 
will be raised for the cause. 

The authorities here are more rigidly 
enforcing the quarantine against Linares, 
and every effort is being made to prevent 
yellow fever from reaching Monterey. 
That .it does not exist here is regarded 
as phenomenal. 

The police patrol is kept at the railroad 
entrances, and orders are emphatic to 
shoot any one who attempts to come 
into the city unless he has a certificate 
or is known. 

Dr, Lean hae written to friends in Mon- 
terey from Linares, where he went to 
attend yellow fever patients, saying that 
50 per cent of the people are in the hands 
of yellow jack. 

Although the disease is rapidly spread- 
ing. comparatively a small per cent of 
those affilcted have died, the percentage 
being less than half.

Cotton Reports on Beirut Conditions. 

Washington, September 7.—The navy 
department today made public the fol- 
lowing cablegram from Admiral Cotton 
regarding ‘the Turkish situation, dated 
Beirut, September 4:

The Macedonian organizations are strain- 
ing every point to force Bulgaria into a 
war. Large and small bands are crossing 
the frontier of northern Macedonia.

The Macedonian commissions are prose- 
cuting an active campaign to raise funds 
in Rulgaria.

Proposed To Coerce Bulgaria. 

Berlin, September 7.—Russia and Aus- 
tria Nave proposed that the powers take 
coercive diplomatic action at Sofia, with 
the aim of severing the relations ncw ex- 
isting between Bulgaria ard the Macedo- 
nian insurgents. Germany has assented, 
but several of the powers have objected, 
and the Russian and Austriag proposal 
has probably fallen through. 

The Russian and Austrian representa- 
tions regarding the necessary action 
against Bulgaria reveal the attitude of 
these powers toward Turkey and the 
whole Balkan question. They affirm that 
Bulgaria has been acting in pad faith in 
Giving them hope of ultimate success. 
thus rendering Turkey's tesk of pacifica- 
tion more difficult and delaying yet long- 
er the execution of the programme of re- 
form accepted by Turkey. The language 
of the joint proposal assumes that a set- 
tlement of the Balkan troubles is attain- 
able if Bulgaria is forced to cut off all 
connection between the two sides of the 
frontier. No official confirmetion is ob- 
tainable of the Constantinople report 
that Austria and Russia will ask the sig- 
natories of the Berlin treaty to sanction 
their joint military occupancy of the dis- 
turbed territcries, but such a proposal is 
rot considered improbable.

CAUSE OF STRIKE | 
NOTUNDERSTOOD 


Brunswick Longshoremen 
Were Getting Everything 
They Had Demanded. 


Brunswick, Ga., September 7.—(Spec- 
ial)—The local strike situation of the 
longshoremen is the topic of conversation 
in Brunswick, and just what the final 
result will be no one is able to predict. 
The strange action of the longshoremen 
Saturday, in quitting work after the 
demanded increase had been granted, 
is still a mystery to the lumbermen, as 
there is no truth in the report that the 
merchants had agreed to advance the 
pay until September 15, and then reduce 
it again. 

Just why the men employed by the 
Southern Pine Company, N. Emanuel & 
Co. and one or two other firms struck 
is not understood and the labor union 
has not explained it. These firms all 
along have been paying the amount de- 
manded by the laborers, and last week 
while a majority of the longshoremen 
were out and their places were being 
filled by scabs the gangs employed by 
these firms were at work. 

Heretofore the stevedores have not in- 
terferred, and their workmen were not 
effected by the strike, as only the men 
employed directly Dy the lumber ‘mer- 
chants went out, but Saturday, those. 
as well as all others quit work. It was 
rumored today, however, that the gangs 
employed by the above named firms 
would return to work tomorrow. « 

The merchants announce that 


they 


labor. Last week about three hundre? 
seabs were brought to the city and put 
to work. There was some effort on the 
part of the strikers to drive them from 
the city, and they did succeed in fright- 
ening away quite a number. Saturday, 
aiter the union had decided to return to 
work these imported men were discharg- 
ed, the lumber people being under the im- 
pression that the strikers had returned 
to work permanently. However, about 
two hundred of the scabs are still in the 
city and they will be put back to work 
tomorrow, and not to again be dis- 
charged. 

The longshoremen state that they struck 
Saturday because of the fact that they 
had learned that the increase had only 
yranted temporarily. 

At the meeting of the lumbermen held 
last Friday, when the advance was 
granted, it was agreed that each lumber 
firm could fix their own scale and pay 
the laborers as they saw fit. Every com- 
pany at once advanced the scale 2 1-2 
cents per hour and intended to keep It 
at that scale. 

An unusually large fleet of vessels is 
now in port, about fifteen having arrived 
since Friday morning. It is understooa 
that not over a hundred, if any at all, 
will return to work tomorrow, and ship- 
ping will be badly tied up until the ship- 
pers can get the scabs back to work.

was arraigned for the fourth time this 
n.crning befcre Judge Freeman. 

After the case against her on Saturday 
was dispcsed of in a manner which the 
hast Macon people denounced, Alderman 
Ben L. Jones immediately ordered Chicf 
Murphy to have her summoned again 
this morning. 

Her counsel, John R. Cooper, had, how- 
ever, left town and the woman appeared 
tcfure the recorder alone, She was given 
until i o’clock to get another lawyer and 
at tuat time appeared with Lawyer 
Beynre. 

Hon. Minter Wimberly, for the city, 
came heavily loaded with legal ammuni- 
tion in an effort to convince Judge Fre- 
man that section 370 of the city ordi- 
nénce was entirely different from a sim- 
ilar state law and that the woman could 
be tried in the recorder’s court and pun- 
ished. This, he argued, could be done 
rcitwithstanding the fact that she was t» 
be tried tomcrrow in the city court for 
a viojation of the similar state offenses. 

Recorder Freeman, howevér, could not 
be convinced to Mr. Wimberly’s way of 
thinking and held that as the ordinance 
was in conflict with a state law, he 
cculd not pass judgment on the case, but 
eovld cnly act as a committing judge for 
the city court. 


Postponed Until Wednesday. 

Mr. Bayne then informed the court 
that he had been employed only to get 
the case postponed until after Mr. Coop- 
er’'s return, and was not prepared to en- 
ter into a trial of tke case. Strenuous 
chjections were raised by the city at- 
tcrney, but Judge Freeman postponed 
the hearing until Wednesday.

He said another sun:- 
mons after the disposition this morning 
would savor too :nuch of persecution and 
he bad no desire to do that. He explained 
that all he wanted was to get the woman 
cut of the neighborhood and was willing 
te wait until Mr. Cooper's return. 

This pruposition, however, is concedes 
by several prominent attorneys to be an 
€3.tremely difficult one, as the woman 
owns her home, They claim, however, 
that the woman upon proper proof, can 
bc convicted of the state offense and If 
the cffense is repeated can again be con- 
\icted, but they deny the city’s right to 
run the womsn out of town.

‘There is no room in our healthy 
American life for the mere idler, for the 
man or the woman whose obfect it is 
throughout life to shirk the duties which 
life ought to bring. Life can mean noth- 
ing worth meaning, unless its prime aim 
is the doing of duty, the achievement 
of resuits worth achieving. 

“The man or woman who as bread 
winner and home maker, or as wife and 
mother.. has done all that he Or She can 
do, patiently and uncomplainingly, is to 
be honored; and is to be envied by all 
those who have never had the good 
fortune to feel the need and duty of 
doing such work. 

“The woman who has borne, and who 
has reared as they should be reared, 
a family of children, has in the most 
emphatic manner deserved well of the 
republic. Her burden has been heavy, 
and she has been able to bear it worthily 
only by the possession of resolution, of 
good sence, oc conscience, and of unsel- 
fishness. But if she has borne It well, then

five states. Three years later Georgia 
declared Labor day to be eg holiday and 
five years later the national congress 
made it a holiday all over the country. 
let us glance at the condition of af- 
fairs at the time the American Federa- 
tion of Labor was born. In 1864 congress 
passed a law enabling the employees to 
bring in labor from foreign countries. 
Europe was placarded by the steam- 
ship companies.. Thousands came over 
and they were even exempted from mili- 
tary duty. That resulted in lower wages 
and longer hours, 

“My friends, if you suffered from the 
carpet-baggers we of the north suffered 
from the yoke the employers put. upon 
us. The records show that the alms 
houses of Europe were dumped _ into 
America. What was the result? In 1884, 
at the convention of the Knights of La- 
bor at Philadelphia, it was reported that 
the Hungarian coal miner could do more 
work for less pay because the husband 
and father dug and shoveled the coal, 
the mother, naked from the waist up, 
shoveled it into the carts. On the other 
side of! the cart in a wheelbarrow lay 
the t of that couple. The Amer- 
ican gman then became indignant 
and he saw that the keeping open of 
the ports meant that the American la- 
borer wou:d ve diagged iown tu the 
level of the Hungarian. We saw, too. 
the building of nugperies beside the mills 
of our country so the women could de- 
posit their children while they them- 
selves went into thé mills and worked. 
When the ports were wide open we saw 
that system in practice. We saw, too, 
the sweat shops in nearly all the large 
cities, where the women were crammed 
and suffocated until disease broke out.

Damaged War Ships. 

The usually accurate’ Baltimore 
American is authority for the state- 
ment that more ships were injured in 
the recent sham battles along the New 
England coast than were damaged in 
the entire war with Spain; and that, 
further, in value of ships injured, the 
cost was greater than during the 
whole civil war, from 1861 to 1865.

If, as reported, the trouble has come 
from contact with uncharted rocks, is 
not somebody responsible for the im- 
perfections of those charts? A great 
dea) of money has been appropriated 
to the navy for this work of preparing 
proper charts, and certainly if the 
waters of any section of the country 
have been given religious and prayer- 
ful consideration, it has been those of 
New England. 

This “uncharted rock” business 
sounds fishy. To the landlubber, the 
responsibility for these accidents, 
which have seriously crippled some of 
the best ships of the navy, calling not 
only for heavy repair expenses, but 
putting these ships out of commission, 
would seem to be upon the official or 
officials who ordered a “war game” 
off the fog-bound coast of Maine. The 
demand that the responsibility for all 
this trouble be fixed is certainly not 
unreasonable. The expense of these 
accidents seems likely to run up into 
the millions of dollars, and the tax 
payers have to bear the burden of 
meeting the bills. Let us have the 
facts!

If promotions are to be made be- 
cause of demonstrated merit, the inno- 
vation agreed upon by President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of State Hay 
will probably be beneficial; but the, 
present system gets better results 
than are obtained by foreign govern- 
ments under their civil service meth- 
ods. The possibility of falling into 
that rut should be carefully guarded 
against.

SPIRIT OF THE PRESS. — 


(From The Philadelphia Public Ledger.) 

A curious but important case has just 
been placed upon the calendar of the 
New York court of appeals. An Italian 
hootblack with a stand in the Powers 
block, in Rochester, has been annoyed 
by a negro porter, who, it is claimed, 
habitually seized the moment when a 
white lady was occupying one chair to 
take another. The bootblack, finding 
his trade decreusing, concluded to re- 
fuse to polish the negro’s boots, and is 
now the defendant of an action brought 
by the Rochester people of color. The 
Italian, by his attorney, contends that 
he cannot ~be forced against his will to 
render personal service to another; that 
it is the right and privilege of al] men 
to refuse business relations with any 
man at will; that to compel a man to 
enter into contractual relations with 
any applicent, and especially to compel 
him to perform labor upon the person 
of any applicant, is an attack upon per- 
sonal liberty intolerable under Ameri- 
can institutions. The adtion was 
brought under a penal statute of New 
York which gives all citizens the right 
to service in an enumerated list of es- 
tablishments, hotels, restaurants, thea- 
ters, public conveyances, etc., “and all 
Other places of public accommodation 
and amusement.’’ The appellate division 
judges divided, three to two, as to 
whether a bootblack’s stand is a place 
Of public accommodation. Now, it would 
be an extraordinary hardship to fine and 
send to prison an Italian bootblack who 
failed to find himself mirrored in *a 
statute so indefinite that learned judges 
could not agree as to its meaning—a queer 
Sort of justice for courts to say to him: 
‘We have differed among ourselves ag to 
whether this statute applied to you, but 
it was your duty to know that it did, and 
$0 you must go to the penitentiary.’’ The 
New York court of appeals has wrestled 
with many a dark question, but with 
few to be determined upon more shadowy 
grounds than whether it is the duty of 
the bootblack to black the black’s boots 


Return to First Principles. 
(from The Buffalo Express.) 
With the yacht races practically over, 
it is well if the lessons to be drawn from 
the contests be carefully heeded, Sir 
Thomas Lipton speaks only the sober 
truth when he declares that such boats 
as are built for cup competition do 
nothing exces€ negativ@ly to advance 
the art of vessel building. Horse races 
Mave led to immense imporvement in 
br..ds of that animal for other pur- 
poses as well as for racing alone. The 
Same thing is true in breeding other 
kinds of stock. Competition has led to 
wise devslopment. Boat racing etands 
virtually alone in leading away from 
desirable results. Mere racing machines, 
fit only for contests in harbors or close 
to the shore of the opén sea, can never 
serve for models of shipbuilding for craft 
capable of traversing the ocean. The old 
contests of boats that made the breadth 
of the Atlantic their race course were of 
vastly more benfit to the art of ship- 
construction than a hundred contests 
like the latest one. The Henrietta, the 
Fleetwing and the Vesta, for example, 
served and admirable and permanent 
purpose. The frail Shamrocks are of far 
inferior worth, but they are even less 
subject to criticism than a boat like the 
Reliance, in which no sane man would 
think of trusting his life at sea. Tha 
huge expenditure on the races ought to 
result in some gain for ideas about 
sound neutical knowledge. Boats on that 
Plan would make no less admirable spec- 
tacle to watch and would take away thy 
reproach of uselessness so feelingly 

voiced by the British éxpert.

Why They Object to Acting As Sales- 
ladies at Opening of 
Schools. 


In reference to the agitation of the 
question of public school teachers selling 
beoks at the schools on the firat two’ 
days of the session, a teacher has writ- 
ten an interesting card to The Constitu- 
tion giving the teacher's side cf the 
matter, 

The card follows: 

As there have »peen published during 
the past week severa] misleading erticles 
on the question of selling books at the 
schools, I feel that the exact position 
of the teachers on this subject should be 
made plain, 

The teachers 
because— 


to selling books 


1. Tné@y are not employed to do that 
kind of work, Not that the work is 
bcneath them. but it is simply outside the 
province of their duties. 

2. Many of them—the majority of ihem— 
are women who have not been accus- 
tumed to tke sort of physical labor nec- 
essary to the selling of books under the 
conditions existing at the schools, where 
there are no conventences whatever for 
carrying on such a line of business; and 
many of the teachers have suffered from 
the mental and physical exhaustion re- 
sulting from the confusion and the noise 
of the crowds on the day of sale, and 
from the carrying about and lifting of 
piles of heavy books. 

I know one teacher who lost two days 
from school—and her salary for thai time, 
of course—and had a aoctor’s Dill io pay, 
in consequence of the book selling last 
year. I know another who was prac- 
tigally unfit for duty for three weeks 
efter. I know another who, although ill, 
sold books all] day at her school and 
who says tBat it took her months to re- 
cover from it. 

These are only a few instances. i have 
no doubt I could find as many, or moré, 
in each school In the city. 

3. All the teacher’s energy, menial and 
physical, is needed for the proper organ- 
izgatton of the schools durivg the first 
week. How much freshness and insplira- 
tion do you think can be brought into 
the school room Thursday morning by 
a teacher, nervous and exhausted ater 
a two-days’ book sale? Do you think 
trat the loss, which the child will sus- 
tain under those circumstances, can be 
balanced by a few cents saved? 

In conclusion, I wish to say that the 
teachers of the grammar schools of this 
city are as faithful and as hard-working 
a body of women as you will find any- 
where; and they are always ready to do 
anything in their power for the good of 
the children and the convenience of 
the parents. 

They feel, however, that nothing can 
be for the good of the children that will 
interfere with the teachers’ usefulness 
in the school room. 

Moreover, there will not be «enough 
pooks at the schools to supply all the 
children; and many books on the lists 
will not be there at all, thus necesstiiat- 
ing the parent, who goes to the schooi 
to buy booas, to make a trip to the book 
store also. The book-stores will, I under- 
stand, sell the books for the same prices 
that they are to be sold at the schools, 

For the life of me, I can’t see where 
the public is benefited. A small part of 
i tmay be, but it is certainiy an exceed- 
ingly small part, 

As for the few manua!] training articies 
which are to be purchased for the schoois 
with the money made on the sale of 
books, I can only say that they are 
dearly bought at the expense of the chil- 
cren and the ' ;

And it all seemed so strikingly, wierd- 
ly cifferent from the civic pageant in 
Atlanta e few hours before when thous- 
ands blecked the streets to cheer their 
Icv,ed ones and the cause for which they 
marched. I was the home-coting, or 
perhaps, more correctly speaking, the 
priscn-coming of the men who work in 
the fields where there are no unions or 
hearas of arb‘iration to discuss the prices 
or compensetion and the only recom- 
pense are these s&@f-imposed wages of 
their own shéme and making. 

There was no band of music of anv 
kind to mark the time, but each man 
took his step from that of the one di- 
rectly in front of him and last of all 


was an armed guard watching to see 
that there was no deviation from the 
lock-step of all those who marched. And 
there were no crowds to cheer and no 
excuse for: cheering. 

“Tt’s a bit different, all that out there,” 
Said the man with his face at the win- 
dow, “‘than the way it used to be with 
all of them. I never see them coming 
back at night without thinking of the 
unseen part of the procession, the part 
that waits each night for their return, 
whose lives have been cursed through 
no fault of their own and whose love 
still finds them at evening leaning over 
the gate of some little home looking 
down a roadway that leads so far back 
into the past and for some of them so 
far in the future. 

“Oh, there isn’t a happier, sadder part 
of all the day that belongs to prisoners 
than the coming of evening. Happy in 
that one more day has been pushed out 
of the future into the past, and sad be- 
cause of the long stretch of roadway 
that finds a loving wife still waiting and 
watching for the return home that is 
Still blocked by the stone walis and tron 
bars. And there is nothing Hke the love 
of a good woman, even though it makes 
a married man serve ten times his sen- 
tence in waiting through the long days 
of the court calendar that knows no 
sentiment, for/a day is a day in the eyes 
of the law and no account 1s taken of 
those who must serve as long a sentence 
who have committed no crime. 

“One woman I Know, who could have 
Secured a divorce, and I almost said 
should have. But she (didn’t. She’s 
Waiting right now and will wait for the 
years to come as she has during the 
years that have rolled by. God in 
heaven only knows why after all the 
suffering I have caused her, But what 
the law called a crime, and it was, she 
called a mistake after the way of women 
who love. And sometimes I can’t help 
thinking that those who love most have 
the least rea:‘@n, but if it wasn’t so this 
world would be a terrible place for any 
man to live in. And because it is so,\it 
makes these long days and interminable 
nights more than well worth waiting 
through.”’ 

The little Labor day procession came 
nearer and nearer until it was possible 
to see the broad stripes that circled the 
clothing. 

“Overalls,’’ resumed the speaker, ‘‘are 
the uniform of the greatest army of 
peace that ever won battles that mark 
the brightest pages in the world's his- 
tory. But when the stripes are painted 
in. Well, it means such shame and suf- 
fering as those who marched in the other 
Labor day procession this morning can 
never understand. And I dare say that 
the greatest shame and suffering belongs 
to the ‘other one,’ which, while true, 
doesn’t make it the least bit easier at 
this end of the unmarched parade of a
